Stewart, Lewkowicz blast 
tax-base sharing proposal

Two top-ranking Romulus 
municipal officials have taken 
“violent” exception to a proposal 
before the Michigan State 
Legislature which they believe could 
take away a city’s incentive to 
pursue development. 

Mayor James C. Stewart and 
Treasurer John B. Lewkowicz have 
come out in opposition to a so-called 
“tax-base sharing” plan, wich would 
require communities undertaking 
commercial or industrial 

development after 1976 to split the 
tax benefits on a 50-50 basis with a 
regional authority. 

“If this isn’t communism, then it’s 
socialism, which is a kissing cousin 
to communism,” Stewart fumed. 
“It’s a case of robbing from the rich 
and giving to the richer— in this case 
Detroit. We’d be better off in 
Romulus if we took our undeveloped 
land and planted corn on it so other 
communities could support us.” 

Stewart said the proposal by State 
Rep. Philip Mastin (D-Hazel Park) 
is a poorly disguised attempt to send 
more state aid to the City of Detroit. 

“Everyone knows that the suburbs 
are getting the industrial and 
commercial development now, and 
that Detroit has none,” Stewart said. 
“Now the place that gets none of the 
development is to be benefitted by 
our improvement.” 

Lewkowicz added, “There’s no 
incentive to develop under this plan, 
because a community which un- 
dertakes the cost of luring im- 
provements doesn’t get the full 
benefit.” 

“It makes no sense.” 

Both Lewkowicz and Stewart 
voiced their opposition to the bill at a 
meeting of the Southeastern 
Michigan Council of Governments 
(SEMCOG) in Southfield Thursday. 

According to Lewkowicz: “The 
mayor really shocked them with his 
statements. 

“I think they expected no op- 
position.” 

Lewkowicz said Stewart accused 
Mastin to his face of lobbying for the 
“have not” communities, such as 
Mastin’s district, to the detriment of 
communities such as Romulus, 
which can attract development. 

“The mayor got his point across,” 
Lewkowicz said. “It was something 
to see.” - 

Both administrators said they 
would recommend that the Romulus 
City Council adopt a resolution 
similar to one proposed by the City 
of Novi, which opposes the scheme

and further urges labor 
organizations to get involved in 
fighting it because a slow down in 
development would cost laborers 
work. 

Under the Mastin proposal, known 
as House Bill 6010, a district com- 
prising the counties of Wayne, 
Oakland, Macomb, Washtenaw, 
Monroe, St. Clair and Livingston 
would be set up to share the tax base 
of any developing community in that 
region. 

A spokesman from Gov. William 
G. Milliken’s office has endorsed the 
proposal in behalf of the governor. 
He stated that the plan allows 
communities to reap some of the 
benefits from developments in other 
communities. 

Stewart says, however, that the 
plan would mean communities most 
prone to development, such as 
Romulus which has an airport, two 
major rail lines and two ex- 
pressways, would be saddled with 
the costs of developing an area that 
would accrue only half the benefits 
normally received. 

“I’m not suprised, since the 
governor apparently has gotten into 
bed with (Mayor Colemar.) Young to 


help save Detroit,” Stewart said 
Monday. “It looks like now he’s gone 
a step farther than simply donating 
state help to the city, and is acutally 


going to ask suburban communities 
to share in the aid for Detroit. 

“We take care of our own 
problems, without help from 



Detroit, and Detroit should take care 
of its own problems without help 
from Romulus and other com- 
munities.”

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Council to get blame forbuaget delay

The mayor of Romulus is laying 
the groundwork to blame the 
Romulus City Council for problems 
the city may encounter in its budget 
and contract deliberations. 

Stewart took time earlier this 
week to point out that the city 
council was delinquent in acting on 
both the city budget as proposed by 
Stewart and in appointing two 
representatives to the city’s 
negotiating team. 

“I’m concerned about these 
delays,” Stewart said. “I’ve given 
the budget to the council, and am 
unaware of any action the legislative 
body has taken on the document. 
“Likewise, I’ve asked the council 


to appoint representatives to the 
city’s negotiating team so they can 
discuss contract matters with city 
employees.” 

Stewart said city administrators 
have met on one occasion during the 
past week to discuss contract items 
with the employees, represented by 
the International Brotherhood of the 
Teamsters. 

“But the councilmembers were 
not there, and it will be up to the 
council to approve the money 
needed to pay the employees,” 
Stewart said. “I’m hoping the 
council doesn’t get too far behind.” 

Regarding the budget, Stewart 
said that council deliberation will be 
needed quickly on the proposed $4.6 
million budget. 


The document represents a 
$100,000 increase in proposed ex- 
penditures for municipal operating 
expenses, but shows some $140,000 in 
reduced expenses for the Wayne 
County Sheriffs Road Patrol. The 
budget also projects a “reasonable 
increase” for union employees, 
which may or may not be accepted 
by the employees’ union. 

“With these things hanging over 
the city and requiring council at- 
tention, the council should become 
more involved,” Stewart said. 

However, despite Stewart’s 
criticisms, councilmembers have 
privately voiced their concern over 
becoming involved in what they 
believe are administrative matters, 
such as contract negotiations. 


Councilmembers have held, as did 
Stewart when 1 he was a member of 
the city’s legislative body, that it is 
the administrative function to 
negotiate contracts, and the coun- 
cil’s prerogative to act on the 
recommendations of the 
negotiators. 

Council members also hold to their 
right to private deliberations on 
budget matters prior to calling in 
administrative personnel for con- 
sultation 

The council has until June 30 to 
approve a city spending document, 
which also is the same date that the 
city employees’ contract expires 

The sheriff’s road patrol contract 
expires Aug 1, but service cannot be 
terminated until one year later.

A "why-not-give-it-a-try” 
attempt by a local woman to 
enter an armed services 
academy has earned a Romulus 
High School senior potential 
appointments to two U.S.

Marjorie Glazier, the second- 
ranking student in her class will 
mull offers of scholarships to 
both the U.S Air Force Academy 
and the U.S. Military Academy, 
to become one of the first women 
to study at either institution 
The 17-year-old college 
preparatory student received 
notification during Easter 
vacation that both academies 
were impressed with her 
mathematical aptitude after she 
scored in the top one percent of 
all high school students and the 
top two percent of those entering 
college This ranking was based 
on the college entrance 
examination administered to 
prospective students 
“I’m happy with the an- 
nouncement.” said Miss Glazier, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs Lon 
Glazier, of 13615 Cogswell Road, 
Romulus. “There were only 150 
women accepted at the U.S Air

Force Academy out of some 800 
who received appointments. 

Students cannot be considered 
for admission to military 
academies unless they are ap- 
pointed either by their U.S. 
Congressmen or Senators or 
unless they are the daughter or 
son of a person in the military 
service. 

Miss Glazier is one of two 
females appointed by 
Congressman William D Ford 
(D-I5th District) to receive a bid 
from a service academy for 
entrance this fall The other 
woman resides in Garden City 
Miss Glazier said she con- 
sidered entering a military 
academy, along with the first 
women ever to be admitted to 
military schools, after she 
received a suggestion from a high 
school counselor to “give it a 
try ” 

She had been applying at 
private and state universities for 
a Reserve Officer Training Corps 
(ROTC) scholarship 
“The counselor said if ! was 
interested in ROTC scholarships, 

I should consider a military 
academy,” Miss Glazier said 
She said she is leaning toward 
attending the U S Air Force 
Academy in Denver, Colo . 


because the school offers extra 
academic help to students 
“I received acceptance from 
the University of Michigan,” said 
the student, “but if l was having 
difficulties at U-M, I wasn’t sure I 
could get any extra help ” 

“At the Air Force Academy, a 
private tutor is provided a 
student who may need the help ” 
Miss Glazier is hoping to parlay 
a high degree of mathematical 
aptitude into a military career in 
computer technology 
The honors senior, who will be 
salutatorian for her graduating 
class, scored in the top live 
percent of all graduating seniors 
in the nation on an “overall 
performance” level which 
considers both language and 
science aptitudes 
“I wasn’t too concerned about 
getting an appointment to a 
service academy because of my

County begins push for jail millage 


Commissioners vote for new facility

Wayne County officials this week 
began an all-out campaign for voter 
approval of a temporary property 


tax levy on the May 18 presidential 
primary ballot to finance a new 
Wayne County Jail facility, now that 
the county Board of Commissioners 
has decided formally to build the 
structure in downtown Detroit. 


me proposed special 5-year 
property tax levy would be .5 mill 
(50 cents per $1,000 of state 
equalized property valuation). The 
millage would raise a total of about 
$35 million to fund construction and, 


according to the ballot proposition 
for operation of the detention 
facility 

The Board of Commissioners, m in 
a meeting April 21. voted 19-0 in 
favor of building a new jail one block 


from the present one. For the third 
time the county commissioners 
rejected a private investor group’s 
proposal to convert a downtown 
warehouse into a jail and sell it to 
the county. 

John Barr, chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners, at the meeting 
declared that a new jail must be 
built, and that the only real question 
is how the estimated $20.6 million 
cost will be met. 

“Various court rulings, including 
a 720-prisoner limit at the present 
jail, make more jail space ab- 
solutely mandatory, otherwise, 
high-risk criminals will be loose on 
bond while awaiting trial,” he said. 
“So the only real question is how the 
additional cells will be financed. The 
wise way is this jillage which would 
cost the average homeowner only 50 
cents a month for five years. Then 
construction can be financed without 
interest costs. 


some weeks ago had appropriated 
$1.5 million to renovate the building, 
which is expected to be ready by 
mid-July. 

However, municipal leaders of 
Westland and Wayne have voiced 
strong objections to the building of a 
temporary jail on the grounds of the 
Wayne County General Hospital. 

Upon direction of Westland Mayor 
Thomas F. Taylor, the City of 
Westland initated a lawsuit to 
prevent such action. A reported 
“gentlemen’s agreement” between 
county and Westland officials that 
no construction will begin on M 
Building until the construction plans 
are first submitted to Westland was 
reached soon after the filing of the 
lawsuit.

in Bicentennial concert 


This band performs 
the kind of music 
all can enjoy../ 


Van Buren Township is one of only 
two communities in the Detroit area 
where the North American Air 
Defense Command Band will be 
performing. 

In a performance co-sponsored by 
the Van Buren Township Bicen- 
tennial Commission and the 19lst 
Fighter Interceptor Group of the 
Michigan Air National Guard, the 
word’s only 2-nation military band 
will be performing at 1 p.m., June 26 
in Belleville’s Victory Park. 

According to M. Sgt. Donald 
Brown, the information officer for 
the band, the organization will be 
performing all types of music from 
modem to classical and from con- 
cert numbers to jazz pieces. 

“This isn’t just some military 
band,” saidLt. Col. Stephen Kuchta, 
executive officer of the 191st In- 
terceptor Groul) and a local in- 
surance salesman. “This band 
performs the kind of music all 
people can enjoy. This military band 
does not perform marches ex- 
clusively.” 

Members of the band, which 
makes upwards of 300 appearances 
across the nation, come from both 
the United States and Canada, to 
make up the only bi-national 
military band in the world. 

“The idea was to build the band 
along the lines of the North 
American Air Defense Command 
(NORAD), with the representation 
on the band proportional to each 
nation’s and each military branch’s 
participation in the defense com- 
mand,” M. Sgt. Brown said. 

Kuchta, a long-time member of 
the 191st “Six-packs” as they are 
known in the NORAD structure, said 
the band’s appearance not only is 
designed to mark this year's 
celebration of 200 years of American 
Independence in Van Buren 
Township, but also to publicize the 
“space-age minutemen” who make 
up the Michigan Air National Guard. 


“Our purpose is to inform the 
public of the Air National Guard,” 
Kuchta said. “We believe it’s an 
integral part of the nation’s air 
defense, and that it's importance is 


growing with the move to the all- 
volunteer armed services.” . 

According to Capt. Michael 
Potochick, information officer for 
the 191st Interceptor Group, the 
“space age minutemen” stationed 
at Selfridge Air National Guard 
Base in Michigan maintain a 7-day 
per week, 24-hour per day “watch” 
on the nation’s defenses even though 
the manpower at the base is for a 
large part made up of “parttime 
soldiers like the guy next door.” 

“We have salesmen, such as Lt. 
Col. Kuchta, and truck drivers, 
professional people and laborers,” 
Capt. Potochick said. “Naturally, 
we’d like to have more people think 
about joining the air national 
guard.”

The Board of Commissioners, 
acting on advice from the sheriff and 
the Building Division of the Wayne 
County Board of Auditors, had 
rejected two versions of the 
warehouse proposal in recent 
months. The commissioners agreed 
to look again after a third version 
was developed by a New York ar- 
chitect who specializes in detention 
facility design. 

Lucas and his jail administration 
staff contended it would take a 
minimum of % more guards to staff 
the converted warehouse at an 
additional cost of at least $2,044,800 a 
year. 

“There is no way that warehouse 
can be renovated to meet our 
specialized needs as well as new 
construction can,” Lucas main- 
tained. 

The Board of Commissioners 
already had spent $154,000 for 
preliminary designs, had acquired a 
construction site, one block south of 
the present jail, and had earmarked 
$1.3 million for detailed design when 
the third version of the warehouse 
conversion was submitted. 

Meanwhile prisioners beyond the 
court-imposed 720 limit were being 
housed temporarily in barracks at 
the Detroit House of Correction 
(DeHoCo). 

Plans to removate a now-vacant 3- 
story psychiatric building on the 
grounds of the Wayne County 
General Hospital in Westland to 
house some 250 prisoners during the 
three years of construction on the 
downtown facility are being 
finalized.

You can live longer

Are you the type of person who 
hops into his car and drives the 
block or so to the store for a loaf 
of bread instead of walking? 

Do you take the elevator rather 
than face climbing a flight of 
stairs? 

Is your idea of exercise the two- 
minute dash to the refrigerator 
duing commercial breaks in your 
favorite television program? 

If your answer is "yes” to apy 
of these questions, chances are 
you are not getting the exercise 
you need. It is a medical fact that 
people who lead sedentary lives 
run a greater risk of heart attack 
or stroke than those who lead 
active ones. 

Heart disease claims more 
lives in the United States each 
year than all other causes of 
death combined. It kills more 
than one million Americans and 
afflicts 28 million more. 

How can you decrease the risk 
of being included in that 29 
million figure each year? One 
way is to exercise. 

Accoring to Dr. Nanette K. 
Venger, vice-president of the 
American Heart Association, 
only certain exercises can lead to 
a healthy heart, and then only 
when they are done regularly. 

These exercises include 
vigorous walking, stationary or 
regular cycling, swimming, 
jogging, running, rope jumping, 
badminton, tennis and golf, but 
only if you walk and pull your 
own cart. For those in good 
physical condition, sports such as 
handball, squesh, 
ecquetball and paddlebaU are 
recommended. 

Exercises such as these should 
be undertaken only after getting 


permission from your doctor. 
Also, savs Dr Wenger, people 
over 35 should take an exercise 
tolerance test before beginning a 
program of exercise. 

A regular exercise program 
should follow an every-other-day 
schedule. Three times a week is 
usually enough. In four to six 
weeks, a noticeable improvement 
should be seen. 

As your fitness level continues 
to improve, you must increase 
the vigor of your exercising or 
you will not make further im- 
provement For example, if you 
have been jogging a mile every 
day, increase the distance. Or if 
jogging becomes too easy, try 
running. 

Most peoplewill reach their top 
physical condition in three to six 
months. Once this level is 
reached, it can only be main- 
tained by regular workouts. 

But take it easy. Over- 
exercising can be as bad or even 
worse than not exercising 
enough, Dr. Wenger warns. You 
should set a pace far yourself at 
each level of improvement and 
stick to it. 

Some people will say that they 
are too busy for a regular 
physical fitness program, but this 
is no excuse to avoid exercising. 
Don’t pass up those every day 
opportunities to^get in a little 
extra physical activity. 

Instead of riding the bus all the 
way in to work, get off three or 
four blocks early and walk the 
rest of the way. Or walk to lunch 
instead of taking a cab. Or walk 
up that flight of stairs instead of 
using the elevator. 

Separately these things may 
seem small, but they add up to a 
healthier happier feeling, well 
worth the extra time and effort. 

So happy exercising!

Health officials urge vaccination 


The Wayne County Health 
Department is advising parents to 
check their children’s immunization 
records and take advantage of free 
measles immunization clinics, if the 
youngsters have not had the vaccine. 


In an effort to prevent an epidemic 
of measles, which has threatened 
Detroit and out-county communities, 
the measles shot is recommended for 
all youngsters who have not had the 
vaccination. 


In addition, children who had 
inoculations before 1 year of age 
should get another shot, health of- 
ficials stress 

“Children who received the vaccine 
before 1 year of age should have it 


repeated," a county health official 
said “We’ve had many cases of 
children vaccinated before that age 
coming down with the measles, so that 
shot was not offering the effective 
protection.” 


Consumer Protection Agency 
collects $25,000 supplement 


The Wayne County Consumer 
Protection Agency, a unit of the 
Prosecutor’s Office, has announced 
that the Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors has approved a sup- 
plementary budget of $25,000 to 
enable the agency to hire an ad- 
ditional attorney and secretary on 
staff. 

The Prosecutor’s Office requested 
additional funding after the Com- 
missioners approved a budget ef- 


fective December 1st which cut the 
consumer staff in half. The agency 
at that time was forced to cut back 
its services by referring many 
complaints to other, often less ef- 
fective, recourses. 

Prosecutor William L. Cahalan 
said he was pleased with the 
Commissioners’ later consideration 
of the consumer unit’s budget and 
announced that the office will begin 


soon to handle more complaints 
itself. 

The consumer office has the 
capabilities of pursuing legitimate 
consumer complaints with 
mediation, civil or criminal action. 

In addition, a public education 
arm of the office offers advice and 
information to individual con- 
sumers and makes speakers 
available to community groups. 

To file a complaint or ask for in- 
formation, Wayne County residents 
can call 224-2150 weekdays.

Parents also can contact their own 
doctor for the immunizations if they 
choose, or visit the walk-in clinic 
without an appointment.

Crime compensation 
plan is impractical 


A proposal by a Detroit 
police otticer to compensate 
crime victims is excellent in 
theory but impractical in its 
application. 

It is impractical to have 
criminals pay back their 
victims or the victims' 
families, and impractical to 
have a unit ot government do 
it. ' 

The police officer has 
devised a plan 1 whereby 
criminals would be forced to 
pay back their victims — 
ranging from $10,000 for car 
theft to $100,000 for murder. 

The Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee of the 
Wayne County board of 
Commissioners recently held 
a hearing on the proposal and 
came away mixed. Some 
parts of the concept seemed 
favorable, others didn't. 

Under the plan persons 
convicted of crimes would be 
required to work in 
manufacturing operations 
established in prisons, with 
the proceeds from their labor 
going to their victims or the 
victims' surviving family. 

One argument against this 
was that it placed the em- 
phasis on establishing jobs in 
the wrong place. Considering 
that unemployment is the 
primary reason why crime is 
committed, how can one 
create jobs in prison when he 
cannot seem to create jobs 
for these people before they 
get to prison? 

More to the point is the fact 
that you can't make a man or 
woman work in or out of 
prisons, so the only realistic 
plan would be one supported 
by government, which 
means the taxpayers would 
pick up the tab. 


And then there are the 
unions. How long would 
union leaders be expected to 
sit still when convicted 
criminals are being provided 
with paying jobs while their 
own law-abiding members 
are out of work. And don't 
forget prison employees. 
They naturally would object 
to well paying jobs for 
prisoners. 

Simply stated most 
criminals had very little 
money to begin with, or were 
members of families 
receiving public aid. What 
money they did earn 
probably was garnisheed. 

Another fact, brought out 
at the hearing, was that 
probationers repay the court 
very little, If any. 

Despite the obvious im- 
practicalities of the plan, 
something must be done for 
the victims of crime, 
therefore we are happy to see 
that the county committee is 
evaluating the merits of 
three other crime com- 
pensation plans. 

A man who was a victim of 
a robbery in which he was 
shot four times made an 
eloquent plea during the 
hearing. He said: 

"A criminal is given 
shelter, free legal advice, but 
nothing is done to assist the 
victim. We feel that the 
rights of all people must be 
observed, not only those of 
the criminal. Right now the 
victim gets nothing but 
sympathy. His rights should 
never be exceeded by those 
of the criminal." 

We couldn't have said it 
better.

600 -year-old problem 
still needs attention

It’s with some admiration for their wisdom that we viewed the swift 
action by Michigan’s state legislators to ban the use of the “Taser gun” 
before it’s given a controlled trial testing period. 

Billed by its designers as a different means for incapacitating people 
and as a potential police weapon, the gun was recently banned from sale 
and use until the Michigan State Police could assess the impact of its use. 

Because the legislative concern is that the Buck Rogersish electrical 
contraption could cause “serious permanent harm, supporters of the 
legislation said the weapon should be banned, according to a press 
release from the State Senate. 

t 

In case the reader hasn't heard, the Taser is actually a dart gun which 
fires two electrodes up to 18 feet at a victim. A small generator attached 
to the electrodes is capable of developing up to 50,000 volts of electrical 
charge which can temporarily immobilize a person by short-circuiting 
his neuro-muscular system when activated. 

Designers of the weapon claim the damage is temporary and even- 
tually wears off, unless the victim has a heart condition which could be 
fatally aggravated by the sudden electrical jolt or takes a dart in the eye. 

The theory behind researching the potential of the weapon is good, and 
maybe should be carried over to some less-exotic firearms, such as those 
powered by a controlled explosive charge in a tube called “Handgun ” 

In case the reader hasn’t heard, the Handgun or Firearm as it also is 
called is actually a dart gun which fires one heavy dart or uncountable 
numbers of heavy darts up to several miles in some instances near or 
above the speed of sound. 


No wires are needed to activate the weapon once it strikes its target, 
since the capability to immobilize a person is carried inside the dart’s 
design itself based upon its shape, weight and speed 

Designers of the weapon assert that damage caused by it hitting a 
target is certain, permanent and has the potential of paralyzing, 
maiming or killing at any firing. 

Some of the darts are so designed that even striking an extremity of a 
target (person), such as an arm or leg, could cause a concussion so 
severe that the victim dies on impact, or at least loses the limb. 

And if the legislature checks, it doesn’t have to take time to laboratory 
test the weapon under controlled conditions, because it’s been in use for 
more than 600 years and has been tested in all sorts of circumstances, and 
locations, such as large open fields, parade routes, political campaign 
rallies, banks, sporting goods stores, homes. factories and laboratories. 

It’s capabilities have been demonstrated on uncounted individuals, and 
has proven fatal whether the victim has a heart condition, is hit in the eye 
or is in the best of health. 

But somehow, despite the track record, the legislature doesn’t seem to 
grasp the idea that the Handgun or Firearm is available to the general 
public, either above or under the counter at prices anyone can afford. 

Apparently what we re seeing with the legislative action on the Taser is 
the legislature trying to assess the impact of this new weapon on 
humanity. 

After 600 years, even the legislature knows what the old handgun or 
firearm dart gun can do and knows what to expect with its use.

Now the problem is complicated 
because often there will be a joint 
agreement between the community 
colleges and the K-12 school 
districts The K-‘l2 school district 
will run the leisure time courses and 
the community college will handle 
the administration. The student is 
charged a fee for attending the class 
when state money has already been 
made available to pay for the class, 
so the taxpayer in effect is forced to 
pay twice for the same class.

Israel would consider 
using atomic weapons

WASHINGTON — In the 17th 
Century, Louis XIV had stamped 
upon the royal cannon the Latin 
inscription, “ultima ratio regum. ”, 
the last argument of the king 

For 30 years, the atomic bomb has 
been the ultima ratio of the west. 
Now it is the last argument that will 
be raised on behalf of Israeli sur- 
vival. 

Time Magazine’s report that the 
Israelis built, dispersed and con- 
sidered using atomic weapons 
during the dark hours of the Yon 
Kippur war in 1973 is unsurprising. 
Given the contraction of U.S. power, 
the geographic and political 
isolation of Israel, her limited 
resources and manpower, the 
decision was inevitable. 

The Israelis are the pre-eminent 
realists of the west Daily proximity 
to peril prevents over-indulgence in 
the wooly-headed delusions that still 
hold sway in the European 
democracies and the United States. 

Agree or disagree with their 
policy, the Israelis do not allow 
eloquent tributes to “non- 
intervention” to interfere with their 
sovereign right to maintain secure 
and stable frontiers. They do no 
apologize for the use of force to 
repress riots. They do not ask U. N. 
permission when they believe the 
time has come to march. And they 
have not allowed ' Vorld opinion” to 
prevent the building of weapons 
vital to their national survival. 

With this news the Arab world, 
militant and moderate, should know 
these stakes involved in another 
war. Before Israel is destroyed, 
Arab armies and Arab cities may 
perish in the holocaust. This time, 
the Jews will not go quietly. 

The introduction of atomic 
weapons may have a sobering effect 
upon all involved. Arab generals 
have a persuasive argument against 
the secret massing of armor and 
artillry for a surprise attack. Arab 
statesmen have a cold towel to apply 
to the hotheads of the “rejection 


tront" dreaming yet of a Jihad 
which will throw the Israelis into the 
sea. 

We shall read in coming weeks 
about this dangerous escalation of 
the Middle East arms race. But in 
building such weapons the Jews are 
doing nothing more than Churchill 
was prepared to do, when he con- 
templated using poison gas on the 
beaches against Hitler’s invaders 
coming by sea. 

Since the Cuban missle crisis, 
“better red than dead,” Bertrand 
Russell’s phrase, appears to have 
become the “bottom line’’ of many 
Western policy-makers. The 
message conveyed by the Israeli 
decision to go nuclear represents a 
rejection of that philosophy. The 
message conveyed is that to the 
generation in power, the existence of 
Israel is more important than life 
itself ; nuclear war is to be accepted 
before acquiescence in the 
dismemberment or death of the 
Jewish state. 

Hd the West been as resolute 
throughout the cold war and cold 
peace, it would not confront its 
( present perilous condition. Mr. 
Truman, one recalls never gave it a 
second thought when he dropped the 
atomic bomb on the defenseless city 
of a defeated nation. Faced with 
hundreds of thousands of Chinese 
“volunteers,” overrunning U.S. 
soldiers and marines on the frozen 
landscape of North K orea , he chilled

Temporarily the Israelis may feel 
the security of Hillaire Belloc’s 
couplet: 

Whatever happens we have got 

The Maxim Gun and they have 
not. 

But with this news, surely, an 
energetic effort will begin in the 
Arab world to match the Israeli 
accomplishment. As a consequence 
the Middle East may become a place 
where large-scale land warfare is 
ruled out by the presence of atomic 
weapons, but a place also where 
debilitating assault by subversion, 
' terror and guerrilla war is constant. 

With the United States backing 
away from Soviet imperialism, one 
should not be surprised if this 
smaller, more vulnerable and more 
resolute of the anti-Communist 
states — South Africa, South Korea 
and Taiwan follow the Israeli 
example. 

They have every reason. Jimmy 
Carter, as president, would with- 
draw atomic weapons from Korea 
and all U. S. troops in four or five 
years. Henry Jackson would rush to 
recognize Peking, and thereby 
break diplomatic relations with 
Taiwan. And no American president 
or Congress could be counted upon to 
assist South Africa in a military 
struggle against a Soviet-supported 
race war. 

All three would be well-advised to 
build their own atomic deterrent — 
if they have not done so already.

Republican Conference, and Jack 
Kemp of New York, a key GOP 
member on the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, that deals 
directly with defense ap- 
propriations. 

The clash, secret until now, is 
contained in a “confidential to 
Republican members” letter 
written by Kemp to Anderson, dated 
March 24, 1976, and circulated to 
GOP House members. A copy has 
been obtained exclusively by this 
correspondent. Kemp accused 
Anderson of making public 
statements that “may undercut our 
Republican President” in the House 
on the forthcoming Congressional 
battle over the nation’s defense 
appropriations that is expected to 
heat up now that Congress has 
returned from its Easter recess. 

On March 4, Anderson, in a public 
statement, accused Ronald Reagan 
of attacking U.S. defense policy “for 
reasons that are seemingly narrow 
and political.” The Republican 
presidentail challenger had earlier 
accused the Ford administration of 
allowing U.S. defense to become 
inferior to the Soviet Union because 
of its policy of detente. 

Kemp, considered a Ford ad- 
ministration supporter but who has 
not yet announced his GOP 
presidential preference, told An- 
derson in the confidential letter that 
“I must take exception to aspects of 
your news release, specifically your 
statement that our qualitative lead 
provides a credible deterrence 
around the world against the Soviet 
threat.” The upstate New York 
Republican went on to dispute 
Anderson’s argument, stating that 
the issue “is not where we are at this 
moment in time but where we will be 
in a few years’ time. If we make the 
relevant comparison and look at the 
trends,” Kemp continued, “then the 
U.S. does not clearly have a defense 
posture second to none.” 

The four-page, single-spaced 
confidential letter is being viewed 
here less as political support for 
Ronald Reagan's campaign as it is 
more the manifestation of fear on 
the part of Ford administration 
supporters like Kemp that the White 
House will not make an all-out fight 
in the pending defense budget battle 
It is feared that this GOP split will 
weaken Republican attempts to 
defeat DEmocratic moves to make 
substantial cuts in the Ford ad- 


ministration’s defense requests for 
Fiscal Year 1977. 

Indirectly Kemp accused An- 
derson, thus the Ford ad- 
ministration, of weakening our 
defense position partly because of its 
support of detente. “The weakness 
inherent in our position,” stated 
Kemp, ‘is obvious, and it is partly a 
result of the psychology of detente 
which works against the will of the 
American people to support 
adequate defense budgets because 
of a tendency of the people to see 
detente as all that is necessary for 
security. These psychological ef- 
fects do not operate in the Soviet 
Union where detente is explained as 
forced change of U.S. policy as a 
result of Soviet military power. 

“I believe our perception of the 
Soviet threat,” Kemp added, “as 
well as our approach to national 
security is deficient for not taking 
into account that Soviet thinking ans 
values do not mirror our own. 
Whether our forces will turn out to 
be second to none will depend on how 
realistic we are about the Soviet 
threat.” 

Republican members in both the 
House and Senate concerned about 
the forthcoming fight over the 
defense budget are fearful that the 
Ford administration will put up less 
than an all-out fight for two basic 
reasons. Kemp, for example, in his 
letter to Anderson expressed both of 
those concerns. First, that the Ford 
administration has apparently in- 
dicated to the Soviets that its 
defense requests are based on the 
assumption that there will be a 
Strategic Arms Limitation 
Agreement. Kemp cited the recent 
testimony of Defense Secretary 
Rumsfeld and Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Brown acknowledging this 
possibility. 

“It is a metter of concern to me,” 
Kemp stated, “that at a time when 
the Soviets are making a major 
effort to develop 10 new In- 
tercontinental Ballistic Missile 
systems, we are relying on 
reciprocal arms control accords to 
maintain our strategic posture.” 

The second concern of Kemp and 
other Republicans is that the 
Democratic opposition will prevail 
with the President, namely that 
domestic social welfare programs 
are of a greater priority than 
national defense. 

“Even if the defense budget 
survives the social welfare priorities 
of the budget committees and 
congressional liberals,” Kemp 
pointed out in his letter, “in real 
terms the fiscal year 1977 defense 
budget is less than the fiscal year 
1864 defense budget. Since 1964 the 
defense budget has fallen drastically 
both as a percentage of the federal 
budget and as a percentage of the 
gross national product ” 

The ‘ confidential letter’’ to An- 
derson is being viewed by some here 
as a challenge to Anderson’s 


leadership of the House Republican 
Conference headed by the liberal 
Illinois Republican. Sources say that 
the unprecedented letter by Kemp, 
not normally an interparty distruber 
of the peace, was prompted by the 
unwillingness of the White House to 
place someone in the defense budget 
leadership fight who could carry out 
“in action not just words” the 
pledges of the administration to 
fight for a strong 1977 defense 
budget. 

These sources point our further 
that Anderson’s attack on Reagan, 
while ppolitical, comes from a 
liberal who voted last year and 
again just on April 8 to make sub- 
stantial cuts in the authorization for 
new weapons systems like the B-l 
bomber. 

Because of his record and the Ford 
administration's drive to secure a 
SALT agreement, many 
Republicans fear that the current 
split in the ranks of the GOP in the 
House and Senate could give the 
Democrats a decisive advantage in 
the forthcoming defense budget 
battle.

WASHINGTON — South African 
Abassador Roelof Frederik Botha 
insists African problems can be 
solved without a blood bath if the 
world can convince the Soviet Union 
to avoid further neo-col moves on 
that continent. 

Addressing leading members of 
the Washington Press Corps at an 
American Security Council luncheon 
recently, Botha denied the often 
repeated claim that time was 
running out for the Republic of South 
Africa. 

“Time is never running our for an 
individual or a nation if it believes in 
itself and in its destiny,” he said. 

Botha conceded that Africa, in the 
light of the Soviet-Cuba intervention 
in Angola, is poised on a knife edge 
In the end though, he said, he 
believed the peoples of the southern 
part of Africa, unless they are 
organized and inflamed from out- 
side, “Will not choose the way or 
violence because the price that 
would have to be paid would be too 
terrible to contemplate.” 

He urged Africans and peoples 
everywhere to face the fact that the 
Russians and their Cuban mer- 
cenary allies are seeking to return 
Africa to colonialism in a way 
unique in this century. 

Soviet officials with their free 
wheeling Cuban troops could cut a 
1,000 mile wide path from ocean to 
ocean across Africa if Moscow 
believes it could get away with such 
an action, Botha said 

He pictured Soviet intervention in 
Angola as part of a master Russian 
plan to gain “key points of control 
over the world’s oceans.” 

Botha claimed South Africa’s own 
intervention in Angola was 


misrepresented in the United 
Nations and by much of the world 
media. 

His government. Botha continued, 
did not seek conquest in Angola but 
entered the southern part of that 
county to protect the vital hydro- 
electric dam at Calueque on the 
Cunene River after the outgoing 
Portuguese colonial authorities 
proved unequal to the task 

A”Any involvement of South 
Africa beyond that,” he said, 
“developed after it became ap- 
parent that the Soviet Union and 
Cuba were intervening on a massive 
scale." 

Yet while the Russians and 
Cubans have been fighting and 
defeating African native armies, it 
became the fashion in the United 
Nationsand elsewhere “to take my 
country by the neck, shake it and 
blame it for everything that hap- 
pened in Angola.” 

He found fault with some aspects 
of American policy in that regard 
but refused, in answer to a direct 


question, to say whether the U.S. 
State Department had “misled 
South Africa on Angola.” 

Concerning South Africa’s con- 
troversial racial policies, the am- 
bassador conceded that his country 
had made mistakes but was now 
moving to remove the racial 
irritations of the past. He added: 

“The picture presented in the 
outside world of racial relations in 
South Africa is distorted out of all 
proportion our detractors pur- 
posely seek to conceal the goodwill 
which exists between black and 
white in South Africa in their day to 
day contact.” 

Botha was named South Africa’s 
permanent representative to the 
United Nations in September, 1974, 
and became ambassador to 
Washington a year later. In contrast 
to the low profile maintained by his 
predecessors, Botha believes in 
meeting head-on the criticisms often 
directed at his country. His luncheon 
speech was an exercise in that 
direction.

HCMA plans for children's farm, village 


A historic bam — once used as a 
carpenter shop — in Kensington 
Metropark near Milford soon will 
become part of a new facility known 
as the Kensington Children’s Farm 
and Village. 

The new project covers about 100 
acres, bordering the Huron River, 
and located near the park ad- 
ministration building. Construction 
already has started on renovation of 
the bam and footings poured for 


another building, with the project 
consisting first of development of 
the farm and then later construction 
of an old-time village. 

"Estimated cost of the project is 
about $2.5 million, and will be 
developed by a group of private 
investors who have entered into a 25- 
year contract with the Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan Authority,’* 
said David 0. Laidlaw, authority 
director. 


Development of the project is by 
the Kensington Children’s Farm, a 
private corporation, consisting of 
president Michael B. Teraes of 
Standard Steel Treating Co. of 
Detroit and vice-president Lloyd 
Heussner, who is constructing a 
Cadillac -Oldsmoible dealership in 
Brighton. 

Duane Girback, Livingston 
County Extension agent, will advise 
on animal care, while Paul 
Shoemaker, formerly with the 
Bedford School District, is the 
educational advisor. 

Lincoln Friend, of Southfield, will 
be general manager of the 
Children’s Farm and Village. 

Presently, the project includes 
restoration of the existing bam, 
construction of a farmhouse, smoke 
house, chicken coop, corn crib, 
wagon shed, sugar house plus the 
addition of farm animals and farm 


implements. Pony and wagon rides 
might be available later and 
perhaps the development will in- 
clude a train, of the late 1800s vin- 
tage, rides. Operations may begin 
later this year. 

However, the village portion of the 
project will be done later and may

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Jury plan nets 
national claim 

The innovative system of one day-one trial 
jury plan, launched in Wayne County Circuit 
Court in September 1975 has received national 
attention and resulted in informational requests 
from courts throughout the country, according to 
Presiding Judge James N. Canham of Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

Presently the jury program is under con- 
sideration for possible Exemplary Project status 
by the U.S. Department of Justice. This award is 
highly sought and bestows national recognition 
for outstanding achievement and contribution of 
grant projects under the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration, Judge Canham said. 

The streamlined jury service was initiated by 
Canham on Sept. 22, 1975 and has been in 
operation in Wayne County Circuit, Common 
Pleas, Probate and Juvenile Courts. 

The system, Judge Canham reported, has 
proven to be very popular with jurors. It 
eliminates the financial hardship and personal 
disruption which prevailed when citizens were 
summoned to serve for a 30-day term, he added. 

“Other members of the court and attorneys 
also have reacted favorably to the change, which 
has led to reduction of requests for jury ex- 
cusal,” Judge Canham said. “This has resulted 
in maximum citizens participation and a 
guarantee that a more representative cross- 
section of the community actually serves.”

Brown bill could net funds

for mass transit from lottery 


Special state lottery games to 
generate funds for transportation 
programs in the Southeastern 
Michigan region is the aim of a House 
bill introduced by State Rep. Thomas 
H. Brown (D-Westland). 

The proposed legislation, would 
permit the Michigan State Lottery 
Bureau to conduct special lottery 
games in the seven-county region 
served by the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority (SEMTA), 
with the proceeds going to the 
authority to be used for general trans- 
portation purposes and programs. 
The plan has met with opposition, 
however. 

“This is an alternative method of 
raising much needed transportation 
funds for the region without creating 
new taxes, such as a proposed $10 
license plate fee or by increasing 
existing taxes, such as the property 
transfer tax proposal,” Brown stated. 

Under his bill, special lottery tickets 
would be sold only by authorized 
agents in the seven county region, 
however anyone regardless of 
residence could purchase them. 

Funds raised from the special 
lottery then would be returned 
through the State Highway Depart- 
ment to SEMTA far use in mass 
transit and general transportation 
programs. 

Brown, a long-standing critic of the 
current tax proposals designed to fund 
SEMTA programs now being 
discussed in the senate, said: “I 
believe my method of generating 
funds through the lottery system is 
superior to the other proposals for 
several reasons including: 

“One, the undependable nature of 
the property transfer tax scheme. 
Depending on the state of economy, 
that tax can tend to produce either 


very large or very small amounts of 
revenue. In contrast, Brown said, the 
lottery* has a proven record as a 
predictable and steady source of 
income. 

“Two, the government should be 
doing everything possible to en- 
courage people and families to buy 
homes and property. This scheme of 
raising the transfer tax tenfold will

An “easy to master” method of 
aiding a person choking on food for 
example is the “Heimlich method” 
which was introduced to the medical 
profession and related organizations 
by Dr. Henry Heimlich of the Jewish 
Hospital located in Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The Heimlich method, according 
to health department reports, has 
been adopted as one of several 
emergency methods of assistance. 

According to Heimlich, a person 
choking on food will die of 
strangulation in four minutes if help 
is not available 

Food-choking is caused by a piece 
of food lodging in the throat causing 


a blockage of the airway, making it 
impossible for the victim to breathe 
or speak. 

Using the Heimlich method (see 
illustrations), the rescuer exerts 
pressure just below the rib cage and 
above the navel that forces the 
diaphragm upward, compresses the 
air in the lungs, and expels the ob- 
ject blocking the breathing passage. 

The victim should see a physician 
immediately after the rescue. Such 
a maneuver could result in injury to 
the victim, however, the victim’s 
only chance to survive is if his 
airway is quickly cleared. 

A victim of food-choking cannot 
speak or breathe, Heimlich ex- 
plained. He will turn blue and finally 


collapse. He suggested that the 
following steps be taken to effect a 
rescue : 

When the victim is standing or 
sitting, you should stand behind the 
victim and wrap your arms around 
the victim’s waist Grasp your fist 
with your other hand and place the 
fist against the victim's abdomen, 
slightly above the navel and below 
the rib cage. 

“Press your fist into the victim’s 
abdomen with a quick upward 
thrust. Repeat this several times if 
necessary When the victim is sit- 
ting. the rescuer stands behind the 
victim’s chair and executes the 
maneuver as described above. 

“In the event the victim is lying 


down face up, the rescuer should 
kneel astride the victim’s hips. With 
one of your hands on top of the other, 
place the heel of your bottom hand 
on the abdomen slightly above the 
navel and below the rib cage and 
then press into the abdomen with a 
quick upward thrust.” 

If no help is at hand, a victim of 
food-choking should attempt to 
apply the Heimlich method on 
himself by pressing his own fist 
upward into the abdomen as 
described by Heimlich. 

The Heimlich method has been 
described in several national 
publications, including the 
American Medical Association 
Journal, it was reported.

ORDINANCE NO. 76-161 
AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND LICENSE THE DISTRIBUTION 
AND OPERATION OF MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICES AND TO 
PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR VIOLATION THEREOF. 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

ARTICLE 1 
DEFINITIONS 

As used in this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise indicates, the 
words hereinafter indicated shall have the respective meanings as stated, 
to- wit, 

Section 1.1 “Building Inspector” shall mean the duly appointed and acting 
Building Inspector for the City of Belleville 
Section 1.2 “City” shall mean the City of Belleville, Wayne County, 
Michigan 

Section 1.3 “Clerk” shall mean the City Clerk of the City of Belleville, 
including the Deputy City Clerk and Acting City Clerk. 

Section 14 “Distributor” shall mean a person who owns one of more 
mechanical* amusement devices and as a lessor or bailer either rents, leases, 
or loans, or sells at wholesale and for any other purposes delivers any of such 
equipment to cause to be operated or carry on in the City any of the business 
activities of a distributor without first having obtained a license as such 
distributor 

Any person in the City displaying for public patronage or keeping for 
operation any mechanical amusement device as an exhibitor as hereinafter 
defined shall obtain licenses for all of such equipment prior to such 
displaying or operation, and any person distributing or owning as a 
distributor or exhibitor any such mechanical amusement device in the City 
shall be required to obtain a license prior to carrying on such activity as 
herein set forth 

Section 2.2 GAMBLING DEVICES NOT PERMITTED. Nothing in this 
Ordinance shall in anyway be construed to authorize, license or permit any 
gambling devices whatsoever, or any mechanism that has been judicially 
determined to be a gambling device, or in any way contrary to law' 

Section 2.3 APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. Application for license shall 
be made to the City Clerk only in the name of the prospective licensee upon a 
form to be supplied by the Clerk for the purpose, and shall contain among 
other things the following information 

(a) The name and address of the prospective licensee if an individual 
together with the date and place of birth; if a co-partnership, the names and 
residence addresses of such co-partners and their respective dates and 
places of birth, if a corporation or voluntary association, the names and 
addresses of the several offices and resident agent thereof, and their 
respective dates of and places of birth 

(b) Kind of license being applied for, whether as a distributor or as an 
exhibitor, or lor one or more pieces o! equipment. 

(c> List prior convictions for violations of any ordinances or statutes of 
any kind by the applicant if an individual, by any of the co-partners if a co- 
partnership, or by the officers if a corporation, setting forth the name of the 
court, the charge, and the date of conviction, if any 
(d) If an exhibitor, state each place where a machine or device is to be 
displayed or operated, and the type of business conducted at such place, the 
names and description of each machine to be licensed, together with the 
name of the manufacturer and the serial number of each piece of equipment 
to be licensed 

<e> If a distributor, state the address from which licensee’s business is 
conducted, and type of business, whether rentals, or sales of juke boxes for 
mechanical amusement devices, or both, and setting forth the name or 
names of the namufacturers of said equipment. 

<fi If an exhibitor, state whether the equipment is owned by applicant, 
rented, or being purchased on contract If rented show name of owner, and if 
being purchased on contract or is owned by exhibitor, show name and ad 
dress of seller 

<g> Set forth any other information requested by City Clerk 
( h i Application must be sworn to by person signing it 
< i ) If the person signing application does so in representative capacity, 
show' what that capacity is 

< j) An inspection fee of $20 00 which shall be applied to the license fee if the 
application is approved 

Section 2 4 LIMITATION ON LICENSE No license shall be issued to any 
applicant unless he shall be over 18 years of age and a citizen of the United 
aiaies, provided, however, that all co-partners and officers of a corporation 
or voluntary association shall likewise be 18 years of age and shall be 
citizens of the United States, proof of citizenship to be made either by birth 
certificate or by naturalization papers 


Section 2.5 INVESTIGATION OF APPLICANT Every application for 
license shall be referred to the departments hereinafter set forth for in- 
vestigation and approval thereof before the license can be issued 
, (a) The Police Department shall investigate the location wherein it is 
proposed to operate such machine or business, ascertain if the applicant is a 
law-abiding citizen, and determine that the business to be conducted at the 
place where the equipment to be licensed will be located is legitimate. If 
after such investigation, it shall be determined that all of these requirements 
have been complied with, such application shall be approved by such 
department 

<b) The Electrical Inspector shall inspect and determine that all electric 
wiring and connections which are to be used in the installation of such 
equipment being licensed to exhibitors as herein defined, comply with the 
requirements of the Electrical ('ode of the City, and if after such in- 
vestigation the electrical Inspector shall determine that the provisions of the 
Electrical Code have been complied with at such location, he shall approve 
such application 

(c> The Building Inspector shall inspect the premises and determine that 
all provisions of the Building Code, Plumbing Code and other appbcable 
Ordinances are fully complied with and if after such investigation the 
Building Inspector shall determine that the provisions of the Building ( ode, 
Plumbing Code and other applicable Ordinances of the City have been 
rnmnlied with, he shall approve such application 

Provided further there shall be provided separate toilet facilities for each 
sex Flush toilets enclosed in separate compartments shall be provided for 
each sex. Each male toilet room shall also have one urinal Toilet facilities 
shall contain lavatories w r ith hot and cold running water 

No license shall be issued to any applicant unless approved by the several 
departments hereinabove set forth 

Section 2.6 PAYMENT OF PERSONAL PROPERTY TAXES No license 
or renewal thereof shall be issued to any person under this Ordinance unless 
and until a certificate has been obtained from the Treasurer to the effect that 
all personal property taxes levied and assessed against the applicant have 
been paid in full 

Section 2.7 ENFORCING OFFICERS The Police Department, Electrical 
Inspector and Building Inspector are hereby authorized and empowered to 
perform the duties herein set forth and to enforce the provisions of the Or- 
dinance 

Section 2.8 LICENSE NOT TRANSFERABLE EXPIRATION Every 
license issued under the provisions of this Ordinance shall cover but one 
person and one piece of equipment required by this Ordinance to be licensed 
or either of them, and appropriate licenses shall be obtained by the pur- 
chaser, transferee, lessee, or assignee each time a piece of equipment 
required by this Ordinance to be licensed is sold, transferred, leased or 
assigned in the City; provided, however, a distributor or an exhibitor may 
move from one street address to another any piece of equipment required 
under this Ordinance to be licensed if the ownership of such equipment 
continues in the licensee and if such notice of removal is given to the Clerk 

Every such valid license shall expire at midnight of June 30 of each year 
unless terminated prior to such date by provisions of this ordinance 

Section 2.9 LICENSES, ISSUANCE Unless otherwise specified in this 
Ordinance, all licenses covered by the terms hereof shall be issued by the 
Clerk upon the payment to the Treasurer of the prescribed fee and approval 
of the application for license by the Police Department Building Inspector 
and Electrical Inspector 

Section 2.10 LICENSE FEES The following license fees shall be paid to 
the City Treasurer annually at the time the application for or renewal of 
license is applied for in the following amounts 


Distributor s License 
Exhibitor's License 
License for each piece of equipment 


$300.00 per annum 
100.00 per annum 
50.00 each per annum 


The foregoing fees shall be paid for the w'hole or a part of any license year 
and shall be due and payable in like amount for the renewal of each of the 
foregoing licenses upon the filing of proper application therefor. After any of 
such fees have been paid no refunds will be payable to the applicant 

Section 2.11 DISPLAY OF LICENSE. The license or licenses herein 
provided for persons shall be posted conspicuously on the wall inside and 
near the front entrance to each person’s place of business 

Every piece of licensed equipment shall contain thereon legible iden- 
tifying data such as the name and address of the distributor if the device is 
not owned by the exhibitor, the manufacturers' name, the kind o! device 
being licensed and the serial number thereof, the date of issuance and date 
of license expiration; which identifying data shall be permanently fixed on a 
sticker and placed in a conspicuous place on each piece of equipment 
required by the provisions of this Ordinance to be licensed The stickers 
herein required shall be prepared by the Clerk at the time of issuance of 
license, but if any of said stickers are mutilated or lost, they may be reissued 
by the Clerk for the sum of $t 00 for each sticker required 

It shall be unlawful for any person to change or alter or remove the 
identifying data on any equipment required under the provisions of this 
Ordinance to be licensed after such equipment has been located in and while 
it is licensed by the City 

Section 2.12 REVOCATION OF LICENSE The City Council may revoke 
any license issued hereunder for any violation of any of the provisions ol this 
Ordinance by thq owner, operator, or location owner with respect to the 
operation of the mechanical amusement devices licensed hereunder Such 
revocation may also be based upon a violation of any of the applicable fire 
regulations or codes of the City of Belleville or statutes of the State of 
Michigan pertaining to fire prevention or safety Any license so revoked by 
the Council shall not be reissued to the same licensee for a period of not less 
than one < l > year from the time of revocation Any license so revoked shall 
be revoked only after a hearing before the Council, at a time and place to be 
set by the Council, with written notice of such time and place given to the 
licensee at least ten < 10) days prior to the date of such hearing. The notice

»di Permit immoral, vulgar, lewd, obscene or impro|>er conduct in or 
about the premises or having knowledge of such acts occurririg «»n the 
premises, failing to take active steps to eliminate such conduct or 
(ei Permit gambling or the use possession or presence of gambling 
paraphernalia in or about the premises or having knowledge of such acts

You name it and chances are 99 to 
1 you can find just about any trade, 
business or profession among the 
thousands trekking weekly to the 
country’s health clubs. 

“People used to work out to look 
better,” says Mike Lucci, former 
Detroit Lion linebacker and now 
vice-president and national director 
of physical Fitness for Vic Tanny 
International. 

“Now they work out to feel bet- 
ter.” 

Lucci should know. Since he joined 
Vic Tanny in 1971 he has presided 
over a 50 percent increase in the 
number of clubs the firm operates 
and more are on the way. 

Newest in the 30-club chain is the 
$1.5 million club under construction 
at Telegraph and 15 Mile roads in 
Birmingham It will be, says Lucci, 
the most advanced facility of its kind 
in the midwest. 

“It is designed for the entire 
family,” he said “Its 30,000 sc^iare 
feet will have, among other things, 
an Olympic swimming pod, a small 
restaurant, an indoor jogging track 
and the most sophisticated exercise 
equipment we can find.” 

The new project is a far cry from 
the gyms of yore. Then a workout 
floor, a steam room and sauna and a 
locker room comprised the whole 


layout. Customers mostly were 
sweating men. Total investment was 
about $10,000. 

Today, in addition to the swim- 
ming pools, jogging tracks and 
modern exercise equipment there 
are raquetball courts, whirlpool 
baths and myriad other facilities 
And the clientele has changed. 

In earlier years of today’s health 
clubs the customers mostly were 
women. “Until 1973 it was about 70 
percent,” Lucci said 
Today it is about 50 percent 
women, 50 percent men. Most are 
between 18 and 40 but Lucci says 
there are an increasing number of 
older people joining the movement. 

"One woman member at the 
Dearborn Club recently learned to 
swim at the age of 72,” he said. 

“People use health clubs because 
they want to look better and live 
longer,” Lucci explained “But both 
men and women also use them as a 
release for pentup tensions. Many go 
just for the fellowship of the workout 
room and the steam room 
Vic Tanny clubs— a division of 
Health and Tennis Corp of America 
based in Chicago— are in Michigan, 
Windsor. Missouri. Tennessee and 
Ohio. They are affiliated with more 
than 800 clubs throughout the 
country. 

Their new complex in Knoxville is 
Lucci’s pride and joy. It has seven 
indoor tennis courts, 10 outdoor 
courts, five raquetball courts and an 


Olympic pool on its 60,000 square 
feet 

“It probably is the largest sports 
health club complex under one roof 
in the world,” Lucci reports. 

In addition to the Birmingham and 
Knoxville clubs Vic Tanny recently 
bought and remodeled a club in Troy 
and is busy overseeing construction 
of a new facility in Windsor. 

“And we’re still looking.” Lucci 
says. They plan on new facilities, 
new locations for some present clubs 
and remodeling of other present 
installations. 

The recession didn't faze Lucci or 
Roy Zurkowski, chief executive 
officer of Vic Tanny who brought 
Lucci into the company. 

“While a lot of people elected to sit 
back and moan over the recession,” 
Lucci said, “we have been going 
forward. When someone speaks of 

working out we want them to think of 

Vic Tanny.” 

Apparently, Lucci’s theory is 
working. 

He estimates there are 56,000 
workouts a week in the clubs he 
supervises. Some, of course, are 
repeaters. But even so that’s a lot of 
grunts and groans. 

The number of workouts, Lucci 
says, are up 50 percent in five years 
Michigan clubs clock 25,000 
workouts a week now, Ohio clubs 
take care of another 1 0,000, seven St. 
Louis clubs cater to 10,000 a week 
and there are at least 1.500 a week 
working out in Knoxville. 

Sometimes, Lucci says, Vic Tanny 
is hard put to keep up with the 
demand. For instance, the Dearborn 
club, originally built in 1963, has 
been remodeled tlree times in the 
succeeding 13 years— the latest in 


1973 when it was doubled in dize. In 
1971 there were 1,400 workouts a 
week at Dearborn, today there are 
7,000. 

Vic Tanny bases a large part of its 
appeal on the individually tailored 
excercise programs it works out for 
its members. 

“They can get their own specific 
program as to the extent of, amount 
of and types of excercise according 
to the individual’s desire and 
capability,” Lucci explained. 

These programs are developed by 
Tanny's own medical staff and are 
approved by an advisory board of 
seven medical and health specialists 
includi g Capt. James Lovell Jr., a 
ffrmer astronaut who made four 
trips into snare anH ur»c fJ*-*?* 
man to go to the moon twice.

MUCC supports non-returnable bottle ban 


The Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs 
(MUCC), the state’s 
largest conservation 
organization, has 
started a drive to place 
the question of banning 
thow-away containers 
on the ballot in the 
November general 


election. 

The printing of 
petitions, calling f<r a 
referendum on placing a 
deposit on soft drink and 
beer containers in an 
effort to curb litter and 
conserve energy, is 
underway. The proposal 
also would ban “pull 


tabs’’ cn cans. 

“We intend to collect 

300.000 signatures by 
June 1,” said TTiomas L. 
Washington, MUCC 
executive director. 
“We’re counting on our 

100.000 members to 
provide the foundation 
for the petition drive. 


but if it is to succeed 
we’ll need the help from 
citizens throughout 
Michigan, including 
many who are not 
members of the 
MUCC.” 

Washington said 
anyone interested in 
becoming involved in 


the “bottle bill 
crusade,” may obtain 
petitions by writing 
MUCC, Box 2235, 
Lansing, Mich 48911, or 
by calling (517) 371-1041. 

The bottle bill, son- 
sored by State Rep H. 
Lynn Jondahl (D-East

County's GOP committee 
appeals ruling on vacancies 


The Wayne County Republican 
Committee has filed appeals to both 
the Michigan Court of Appeals and 
the Michigan Supreme Court 
seeking to reverse a Wayne County 
Circuit Court decision that held in 
favor of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners appointments to fill 
unexpired terms. 

The county’s GOP committee 
initiated a lawsuit in Wayne County 
Circuit Court to force elections to fill 
three vacancies on the Board of 
Commissioners which, according to 
the committee, had been filled by 
appointment illegally. 

Circuit Court Judge Victir J. 
Baum on March 19 ruled that the 
pertinent Michigan statute gives the 
county commissioners the toption of 
filling vacancies by appointment or 
by special election. 

The two appeals on Judge Baum’s 
ruling were filed simultaneously on 
April 12 because of the time factor 
for calling a special election. 


The appeal contends that the law 
requires a special election to any 
vacancy which occurs more than 180 
days before the end of the term. 
Attorney General Frank J. Kelley, 
in an advisory opinion, has found the 
election provision mandatory. 

There are 25 Democrats and two 
Republicans on the Board of 
Commissioners. 

The three appointees were John J. 
Kroney of District 17 in northwest 
Detroit; Thomas Presnell of 
Westland, District 20; and John 
Trellay of Trenton, District 25. 

Ernest C. Fackler, chairman of 
the Wayne County Republican 
Committee, said the three are 
holding office illegally and that any 
action the Board of Commissioners 
has taken while they were present 
and voting may not be valid. 

Fackler added: “Allowing the 
Board of Commissioners to fill every 
vacancy, which occurs through 
resignation, death, or other reasons, 


would develop a self-perpetuating 
board. 

“The best interests of the citizens 
of Wayne County would not be 
served by such a system. Even now, 
one-third of the commissioners 
currently serving, first served by 
appointment.” 

Fackler hopes that the issue can 
be resolved favorably by the 
Michigan Supreme Court in time for 
a special election. 

“The 300,000 voters in Wayne 
County will retain the right to elect 
candidates to unexpired terms on 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners, if the appeals filed with 
the Michigan Court of Appeals and 
the Michigan Supreme Court are 
successful,’ ’ FackJer added.

USING YOUR BEAN... 

COFFEE, THAT IS 
Black, with cream or milk, 
sweetened, hot or iced. ..any way 
you look at it. coffee is one of the 
most popular beverages around 
Over 450 million cups of it con- 
sumed daily in the U.S. are 
evidenced of this. Yet, regardless 
of what you put into coffee or 
leave out of it. a good cup of coffee 
is largely dependent on the kind 
you select, and how you brew it. 

To get maximum flavor and 
freshness for your money, try 
these pointers on your next cup- 
ful. 

MIND THE GRIND 

Three basic coffee grinds are 
made, each for a different type of 
coffeemaker. Matching the right 
grind to your coffeemaker is 
essential. Vacuum or fine grind 
goes into vacuum coffeemakers 
and those that brew in 1 to 4 
minutes; drip grind is for the drip 
pots or dnpolators which brew in 
4 to 6 minutes; and regular grind 
goes into the pots that brew in 
over 6 minutes. 

SIZE IT UP RIGHT v, 

Coffee is an exception to the rule 
that the biggest value for the 
money. This is true only if you 
can use the coffee within a week 
or so after opening, because 
coffee quickly loses its freshness 
and flavor after it has been 
opened. Storing coffee grounds 
in the refrigerator or freezer 
instead of the cupboard is con- 
sidered by some a help in retain- 
ing coffee s freshness.
